of sheeting, and scarcelj any winter covering, the snpplj 
di ngs and pr dmusted,

the floors, walls and roofs being unsafe. In places, the walls

in the work of thoroughly repairing and putting in order bhe 
several buildings, in several instances we Were compelled n> 
renew portions of the foundations of brick buildings, before we 
could properly carry un the work of repairing them. 

Without specifying in detail all thai lias been done, we give 
tin- major part <>!' the work of repairs accomplished, as follows: 

We ha\ i' bad Itui and cold water disl ribnted throughout all t lie 
wards. A new boiler has been pin np, and the old one has been 
repaired and put in thorough working order, and new foundations 
put under all the machinery. 

N.-u wood working machinery, for manufacturing articles 
Qecessarj to repairs, has been set up, and the same has already 
saved many times its cost Two new brick water closets have 
been built, (the old ones, s«i offensive, and detrimental to the 
general health of the hospital, having been demolished). One 
new lying Ln division has been built, and the building set apart 
as the women's department, thoronghlj repaired) new galleries 
(open and enclosed) pal up. and the whole building thorough^ 
ventilated between the floors and ceiling, making a vast improve- 
ment in its sanitary conditions; n.-« venitian blinds have been 
put i.i all the windows throughout the Eospital. Steam radiators 
jnd in all the women's wards. The coofe throughout bave been 
all repaired. A new dining-room for female employees, erected, 
and three new sheds and a brick Btore-room built; seventeen 
uew cisterns put op, capable of containing two hundred and 
forty thousand gallons of water. Water mains have been laid. 
and forty-eight hydrants established mi the grounds. The 
grounds have been thoroughly graded ami relaid, affording per- 
fect drainage. The main building thoroughly repainted within 
and without, and the other buildings more than unci-. 

Two hundred new black walnut bedsteads have replaced that 
number of broken and worn <>nt old ones. New beds and bedding, 
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an ample supply furnished ; an elevator has been put in the main 
building, and the Hospital connected bj telephone with the 
telepl io wires throughout the i-iiy. 

Besides these, the Surgical ami Microscopic Departments have 

been fitted with aew apparatus and instruments, and we can now 

thai in all iis departments, the Charity Hospital is to-day 

better appointed and more thoroughly fitted ami furnished than 

ai any other linn- in its history. 

The money thus spent, lias been well spent ; and as a matter of 
interest, we take from the Treasurer's book, tin 1 sum total of 
the various accounts, which show the amount expended in build- 
ing, repairing, improving, refitting and refurnishing the Hospital 
during the present administration :
